Although a steadfast and ac- 
tive Republican, the 59-year-old 
industrialist has served in pre- 
vious Democratic administra- 
tions. During the Truman Ad- 
ministration he served on the 
Air Policy Commission, which 
drafted a long-range report on 
air power. He also served as 
Under Secretary of the Air 
Force from June, 1950, to Octo- 
ber, 1951. 

During World War II Mr. Mc- 
Cone was head of the California 
Shipbuilding Corporation, which 
turned out 467 ships valued at 
$1,000,000,000. He has contin- 
ued active in business on the 
West Coast as a constructor 
and operator of a fleet of 
tankers. 

The appointment of Mr. Mc-
